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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to amendment filed 2/20/08. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/20/08 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

3. New claims 27-34 are added. All other claims have been cancelled. The newly 
added claims 27-34 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 27-34 are allowed. 

Discussion of Closest Prior Art and Reasons for Allowance

5. The claimed inventions recite electronic trading of financial securities such as 
stocks. 

Prior art teaches various investment strategies which take advantage of volatility 
or fluctuations in the daily security prices. For example, a technique of scalping is 
known in the trading of securities. In this technique, a trader trades for small gains over a 
short period of time. However, in this technique the trader must constantly monitor the 
price behavior of the security and decide to sell or buy the security by scrutinizing the 
price behavior of the security. 

There is no effective prior art that teaches automatic order entry for a follow-up 
order once the securities has moved in the opposite direction by a predefined amount. 
The following is analysis of the closest prior art. 

"Position Cost Averaging.. How to Buy Low and Sell High 
EVERYTIME..Guranteed! ! ! ", www.position-cost-averaging.com 
printouts from web page archives dated 20010406 (April 6, 2001). 
Unlike Application, the reference, the Position Cost Averaging (PCA) System, discloses 
a system that does not perform transactions. PCA does not buy and sell the stocks for the 
user. While an article about PCA that states, "It seems that with the volatility of Internet 
stocks, many people are using our system to grind out profit automatically in the short- 
term". The PCA System is simply programmed to buy low and sell high. Volatility has 
Investors Scrambling for New Techniques, Says Stocksystem.com Inc.," Business Wire, 
April 8, 2000. All that the PCA System does is select the range for high and low selling 
and buying for the user, "automatically", because it tracks the ebbs and flows of the stock 
for the user.

The PCA System, as stated above, teaches a system that does not perform any 
transactions to purchase or sell securities for user. PCA discloses a system that monitors 
stocks and gives advice about highs and lows in lieu of expensive investment counseling. 
What the user actually does with said advice is beyond the teachings of PCA. Thus, the 
PCA System cannot perform at least one cycle of a trade which is recited in the 
independent claims. 

Therefore, the claims 27-34 are allowed because the closest prior art of record 
fails to teach, suggest or render obvious the novel process and the apparatus which 
perform the step of automatically determining at a host computer connected to a trader's 
computer, the value of a follow-on reverse transaction order based the change in price 
specified for the follow-on order in the security transaction order initially transmitted by 
the trader and automatically executing the follow-on order. 

Examiner's Note: PG Pub reference US 2006/0271475 (Broomfield et al.) 
teaches at [0133] a feature of trading known as "Auto Scalper" which essentially 
performs the aforementioned claimed process. This PG PUB claims priority to 
provisional application No. 60/238,001, Provisional Application No. 60/186,322 and 
Provisional Application No. 60/186,322, each of which have filing date prior to that of 
the filing date of the instant application. The examiner has determined that the Auto 
Scalper feature disclosed in Broomfield PGPub is not supported by any of the 
aforementioned provisional documents. Broomfield is therefore not effective reference 
against the instant application. The examiner has cited this reference only as a matter of 
record and information.
